After the LDF. raid on terrorists 
in Beirut they staged a demonstra- 
tion in memory of the three ter- 
rorists slain there. (One of the three, 
Fatah spokesman Kamal Nasser, 
was a cousin of the college's prin- 
cipal.) 

‘The military government spokes-~ 
man, Rev-Seren Rafeel Horowitz, 
said yesterday that the college ad- 
ministration had been warned se~ 
vera! times, but that the “irritating 
and inciting atmosphere” had not 
been stopped. He noted that several 
Bir Zeit students have been arrested 
in the past for taking part in ter- 
rorist activities. 

The Bir Zeit College is a private 
two-year junior college owned by 
the Nasser family of Ramallah.

Jerusalem Post Staff 
There is no extension on last 
Friday's deadline for motorists get- 
ting windshield stickers indicating 
which car-less day they have chosen,

The police have been ordered to 
enforce the law as of today, the 
Ministry spokesman said. (Under the 
law sticker-less motorists are Hable 
to a 113,000 fine and to having 
thelr cars towed to the nearest 
police station.) 

There are no exemptions. How- 
ever, soldiers on short leaves who 


do have a sticker on their car can, 
under an agreement reached over the 
weekend between the Transport and 
Police ministries, use the vehicle on 
the forbidden day.
